A medium to large flower with broad smooth 
petals and sepals, this has a beautiful form and 
heavy substance with an unburning velvety 
finish. In color it is a self of the deepest glow- 
ing red imaginable with a velvety sheen of black 
over the whole flower which deepens in the cen- 
ter to make an attractive darker halo around 
the tiny greenish yellow throat. The most un- 
usual and beautiful hem we have seen.
